To Bucks: ‘The Sprawl

Mr. L. W. Bucks sought the wide expanses of 
congested living in a nearby metropolis. 
Beguiled by tourist folders, Mr. Bucks exclaim­ 
ed dreamily: “Breathing room at last!’* He pur­ 
chased a new home in a small but steadily grow­ 
ing community. 
What he didn’t count on was that thousands 
of his city neighbors were making the same plans. 


Here was forming one of the most dramatic dashes 
to the hinterlands since the days of the Gold Rush. 
What Coaid Happen 
One morning, say in the year 1980, L. W. Bucks 
could conceivably awaken, look out his bedroom 
window and suddenly realize that the megalopolis 
from which he had Qed some 30 yeans before had 
reached out and engulfed him. 
From his window, Mr. Bucks could look down 
the highway the state had just built behind his 
home. On it and stretching endlessly and out of 


sight were produce stands, motels, service sta­ 
tions, snack stands and occasional stores. 
In the other direction, down along the small 
street on which his home fronted, were dwellings 
like his own as far as the eye could see. 
Highway Clogged 
On this particular morning, a Saturday, a ca­ 
cophony from the highway reached our homeowner. 
Horns from autos of all type assortments were 
bleating hoplessly. 
The highway was clogged by vehicles spilling 


from the numerous facilities. Cars pulling off tbs 
thoroughfare to reach parking places in front of 
stores were blocked by those autos coming out. 
Officials from Mr. Bucks’ municipality had 
once talked about plans for widening the highway 
to four lanes. But that was no longer possible now 
because the right-of-way would overlap the very 
store fronts. 
L. W. Bucks had become a victim of “the 
“the sprawl.” Commercial ventures as well as

dwellings through the years had proceeded one by 
one along the thoroughfares between Philadelphia 
and Trenton until they had merged. 
Now, L. W. Bucks realized that he was los­ 
ing his identity. No longer were he and his family 
members of a small community — any commu­ 
nity at all, for that matter. As land between his 
community and the metropolitan centers continued 
to be developed for commercial and residential 
purposes, he found that his neighborhood was los­ 
ing its boundaries. 
At last, the Bucks’ were now living amidst an 
intricate patchwork development with no identifi­ 
able center. 
Planning Commission 
The Bucks County Planning Commission must 
have had the foreseeable plight of L. W. Bucks 
and the threatened stifling of commerce in mind 
when it got started about IO years ago. 
County leaders and members of the commis­ 
sion saw Bucks County’s key location as the ma­ 
jor factor in its future growth. 
It occupied a spot near the center of the Mid­ 
dle Atlantic Region and lay in the paths of vital 
transportation arteries connecting the metropolitan 
centers of the Eastern Seaboard. 
Wide Open Land 
Although strategically located, Bucks County, 
in 1950, consisted mostly of wide open land. During 
the previous decade, its population had risen 
sharply by about one-third. Then in the early 
1950’s the real population boom began. 
Bucks was in the unique position of being lo­ 
cated between throe large metropolitan areas. Not 
only was there a large influx of inhabitants from 
adjoining Philadelphia to Lower Bucks County, 
but also from Trenton. To the north, the populace 
of the Bethlehem-Allentown area was also spilling 
over into Bucks. 
Industrial Expansion 
Industrial expansion in Lower Bucks during 
the Korean Conflict and the availability of large 
tracts of land gave impetus to the large-scale deve­ 
lopments of Levittown and Fairless Hills and in­ 
creased building activity along the Montgomery 
County Line. 
Mass production of homes and easy credit 
terms attracted people who otherwise might not 
have considered moving to the suburbs. Between 
1950 and 1960, the county population more than 
doubled to a total of 306,000. 
Active Part 
During this period, the planning commission 
had been actively taking a part in assembling 
data, studying trends and planning land uses in 
the county. 
It gradually gained the confidence of township 
and borough officials and helped many local munici­ 
palities* start their own planning commissions. In 
1950, there existed only one such commission on 
the local level. Now there are 40. 
Through the years, the commission has re­ 
viewed its plans at hundreds of meetings with local 
officials, realtors, 
and business and industrial 
leaders. 
Future Hole 
With a decade of experience under its belt, 
the commission now will propose the future role 
of Bucks County as a part of the metropolitan 
complex. This role will affect the lives of every 
individual living in the county. 
This role is contained in the commission’s 
long awaited Comprehensive Plan — to be un­ 
veiled at dinner-meeting tonight arranged by the 
Bucks County Commissioners and to be attended 
by county, local, regional and state agencies, It 
will be held at the Doylestown Country Club at 
6:30 p.m.

Ike Praises,

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Former 
{President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
charged today that President Ken­ 
nedy's requests to Congress for 


I greater executive power represent 
‘the real threat to liberty in this 
{republic.” 
Eisenhower, while attacking the 
Kennedy administration’s domes­ 
tic programs, praised his Demo­ 
cratic successor for his firmness 
in foreign affairs and dealing with 


I Russia. 
In protesting "the strenuous ef­ 
forts of the (Kennedy) administra­ 
tion to increase greatly the power 
of the executive branch of the 
government,” Eisenhower listed 
five specific proposals made by 
I Kennedy. He said these were 
"only a few of the recent pro­ 
posals to vest more authority in 
ever - growing federal bureaucra- 
rn* ** 
^ 
|cy. 
• 
Eisenhower also told a crowded 
news conference on Capitol Hill 
that he and Republican conces­ 
sional leaders saw no “enthusi­ 
asm or sense of priority” in the 
administration's various investi­ 
gations of the Billie Sol Estes 
grain storage scandal. 
Under his administration, he 
said, D e m o c r a t i c congresses 
seemed to conduct investigations 
of the executive branch with 
greater speed. 
Other Highlights ' 
His news conference statements 
included these other highlights: 
—He endorsed the GOP leader 
ship statement of several weeks 
ago 
which 
accused 
Kennedy 
of "blackjacking” the steel com 
panies into rescinding their $6 a 
ton price increase. 
—He applauded Kennedy's ac 
tions to fight off the Communists 
in South Viet Nam, but expressed 
concern about encouraging a co­ 
alition with the Communists in 
Laos.
